THIRD PAKTIES, 


Political parties in the United States 


are and ever have been the medium 
through which the will of the people on 
great national issues finds expres- 
sion. There have always been at 
least two great political parties in the 
field, and so long as they were divided 
honestly upon the main issue, they 
occupied the political arena practically 
undisputed. But 
when one party 


lacked courage to champion the oppo- 
site side from its antagonist, or when 
both parties acted in concert on the 
main issue, and clothing it in ambig- 
uous language in their platforms, at- 
tempted a sham battle over a second- 
ary question, then was born the third 
party, which if the issue was the vital 
one, came into power; while one or tbe 
other—the least radical—of the older 
parties died. 


For many years previous to 1860 


ulavery was the vital issue with the 
American people. The two great polit- 
ical parties in the field were the Whiga 
and Democrats. The Whig party had 
not the courage t > fake issue with the 
Democrats 
upon the question, but 


effected a pusillanimous intermediate 
course. In its platform adopted at 
Baltimore, September 13,1830, ia sharp 
contrast with the radical and fiery op- 
position of the Democratic and Repub- 
lican platforms, the latter a newly 
born party, it said: 


"All who revere the Constitution aud 
the Union must look with alarm at the 
parties in the fleld in the present Pres- 
idential campaign—one claiming only 
to represent sixteen northern States, 
and the other appealing mainly to the 
passions and prejudices of the South- 
ern States; that the success of either 
faction must add fuel to the flame 
which now threatens to wrap our dear- 
est interests in a common ruin. Resol- 
ved, that the only remedy for an evil 
so appalling is to support a candidate 
pledged to neither of tho geographical 
sections nor arrayed in political antag- 
onism, but holding both in just and 
equal regard." 


Is it any wonder that the Whig party 


was relegated to innocuous desuetude, 
while the virile young Republican 
party took its place and eventually 
won supremacy. 


If the people were all agreed upon 


"every question of Government, there 
would be no political parties. But 
such never being the case, popular will 
is expressed for or against the measure 
at issue at the ballot box. Daring five 
political campaigns, closing with that 
of i892, the tariff question has been 
made the main issue before the Ameri- 
can people by the Republican and 
Democratic parties. However in 1892 
a third party was organized called the 
Peoples party and its adherents Popu- 
lists. Tho platform declared the money 
question to be the mum issue and the 
new party made its campaign upon a 
rad'cal advocacy of an increase oC the 
currency through the free bimetallic 
coinage of both silver and gold, to- 
geluox \vilh n supplementary Issue of 
paper money. The platforms of the 
two other parties were substantially 
aliko on the question, both being held, 
until after election, to be unequivo- 
cal declaration for the free coinage of 
silver in tho South and West. The 
Populist party cast nearly twelve hun- 
dred thousand votes and had twenty- 
two Representatives in the electoral 
college. 


Immediately after election both the 


old parties throw off their hypocritical 
masquerading, joined hands, and to- 
gether without any delay struck from 
silver the last vestage of recognition it 
had at the mints. 


The people of the country are not so 


simple that they hnve failed to appre- 
ciate tbe duplicity which has been 
practiced upon them. The money ques-

INSURRECTION AT HAWAII. 


The Queen Lends tlio V. S. Troops 


Against tlio Existing Government— 
Clnug Sprecklos Captured. 


By Faber Wire. Not Copjrighted.) 


SAN FRANCISCO, February 20.—The 


American steamer City of Yeddo ar- 
rived to-day from Hongkong, bringing 
important advices from Honolulu, at 
v, Inch place she touched on the 10th 
mutant. The island was in a state of 
insurrection, and Captain Franshaw 
did not deem it advisable to make a 
lauding. From the officers of the pilot 
boat which boarded the vessel about 
eight miles from the harbor he learned 
that the city was in a state of siege and 
that already a large portion of the 
southern part of the town had been 
destroyed from the bombardment of 
the United States marines, acting un- 
der orders of Queen Lilioukalani, who 
had been commissioned by President 
Cleveland as Major General in the 
United States army. 


The insurrection was a complete sur- 


prise to President Dole and his adher- 
ents, and their resistance so far has 
been ineffective. The first that was 
known of the uprising was upon the 
morning of the 6th inst,, when the 
Queen rode up to the headquarters of 
the United States legation, where were 
quartered two hundred marines com- 
manded by Lieutenant Dent, and pre- 
sented her credentials. 
Lieutenant 


Dent had no recourse, but to turn the 
command over to her, when she ordered 
the guns trained on the city, after 
which she sent a courier forward to 
demand President Dole's abdication. 
He returned answer that a king-high 
supported by a pair of jacks, was better 
than any discarded queen of spades, 
and that he would call her hand. The 
virtuous Queen, highly incensed at 
this undiplomatic answer, swore that 
she would blow Halifax out from in 
under him and ordered the bombard- 
ment at once to begin. 


For thirty-six hours a perfect hail of 


lead was poured into the city. 


Claus Spreckles attempted to storm 


the heights where were the batteries, 
but his native troops deserted him, and 
the Queen, ordering a sorte at the same 
moment captured and brought the 
great sugai planter in. He was at once 
placed under a strong guard and set to 
washing "the Queen's hosiery. It is 
understood that he is preparing a pro- 
test to the indignities which are being 
heaped upon him at odd jobs while he 
is resting. 


The indications are that the conflict 


is just beginning. 
The news has 


thrown San Francisco li the wildest 
excitement, and the arrival of the next 
steamer is anxii ~sly awaited.

A FKAKFtJL DISASTER. 


Four Citizen* of Keno Killed in • Bnow- 


Sllde at State tine and Ed. Ede 
Badly Injured.

VEBDI, Nev., February 
20.—About 


noon yesterday five wood choppers 
were caught in a snowslide in the 
mountains five miles from here. Noth- 
ing was learned of it until one o'clock 
to-day, when a man passing the camp 
had his attention attracted by groans, 
and upon investigation found a man 
named Ed. Ede pinioned in the snow 
where he had lain over twenty-four 
hours in a terrifle wind and snow 
storm, his head caught between two 
timbers and pierced by a protruding 
nail. He was conscious when taken 
out and hopes are entertained of his 
recovery. The names of the four other 
unfortunates are Tom Thrasher, M. S. 
Wheeler, Michael Wennerand Leonard 
Nelson, all of Reno. They are sup- 
posed to be dead. A rescue party is 
new digging in the snow for their 
bodies. 
Two other wood choppers 


occupied a cabin four hundred yards 
distant and had a narrow escape, but 
made no investigation. Great indigna- 
tion is felt at their seemingly inhuman 
conduct,

From trainmen who came down from 


Verdi last evening it was learned that 
sixty men from that place are shovel- 
ing in the snow to find the bodies of 
the victims of the snowslide in the 
hopes that some may be alive.

lineman for the Western Union office 
here, which position he filled until 
about three months ago. 


M. S. Wheeler resides in Powning's

Maggie Hogan, adopted daughter of 
Dr. H. H. Hogan, and worked until 
recently in the planing mill at this 
place. 


Who Leonard Nelson was could not 


be ascertained. 


The tragedy is a terrible one, and if 


the searchers find none living the sym- 
pathies of the community should go 
out to those who are bereaved in this 
their hour of affliction. 


THE STORM.

and evening from the east were ordered 
to remain over here. 


Yesterday a mail train was made up 


here and sent east. 


The V. & T. passenger train suc- 


ceeded in getting through to Gold Hill 
yesterday afternoon and came down 
from that place last night on time. It 
was blockaded for nearly twenty hours 
at the Mound House and prevented 
from reaching Virginia, owing to the 
derailing of the snow plow engine near 
the Ward shaft, which blockaded the 
road. 


Last night telegraphic communica- 


tion over the mountains was opened on 
the Western Union line. 


A dispatch received last night from 


General Manager Filmore stated that 
the track would be cleared in twenty- 
four hours or at latest by Thursday 
morning, but the general belief is that 
it will take until Saturday or later. 


There is no truth in the report that 


Frank Beemer was killed near Truckee 
night before last. So far no one on the 
railroad has been injured. 
A large 


number of men are engaged in shovel- 
ing snow and more are said to be 
wanted. About 150 have gone up from 
here.

THE VALUE OF MOXJSY. 


It Is Quantitative, Not Qualitative, unit 


Arises From the Function It Per- 
forms and Not From the Substance 
Out of Which it Is Made. 
Senator John P. Jones is one of the 


greatest advocates of the " quantitative 
theory of money " living, and to him is 
due in a large measure the profound 
proofs which have from time to time 
been put forth demonstrating the ver- 
ity of the hypothesis. All the leading 
silver men of the world now have 
adopted the theory as the basis of 
financial argument, and indeed no 
other theory will answer all the phe- 
nomena of financial economics. 


The quantitative theory may perhaps 


be correctly stated as follows: "The 
value of money in any country de- 
pends upon the number of units in 
circulation and is independent of the 
substance out of which it is made." 


Any change in the value of money is 


at once appreciable in the rise or fall 
of general prices. A decrease in the 
value of money is evidenced by a rise 
in general prices, and an increase in 
the value of money is evidenced by a 
fall in general prices. 


The quantitative theory being true, 


an increase in the money volume 
lessens the value of money—in other 
words makes prices better; while a 
contraction in the circulating medium 
causes a fall in prices. 


Any theory of monetary value which 


is based upon labor, the commodity 
value of the substance out of which it 
is made, or any special qualities sup- 
posed to reside in the money substance 
is essentially the '' Intrinsic Theory." 
Concerning this theory Senator Jones 
says: 


" The theory of intrinsic value comes 


to us from the dim ages of the past, 
and is indebted for its survival to that 
blind and unquestioning regard for 
dognatic authority which character- 
ized the childhood of our race. Science 
has discarded some of the errors of 
those times; reflection has compelled 
the rejection of others. But so slowly 
do the forces of truth operate through 
time that we find the President of the 
United States, adopting this solecism, 
taking up his position as a student of 
political economy with those who lived 
and wrote in the period when men be- 
lieved the universe to be confined to 
the planets constituting our solar sys- 
tem, and that of those the earth was 
the center." 


It is the use of money that consti- 


tutes its value, not whether it may be 
made of gold or silver, paper or shells; 
nor whether little labor may be ex- 
pended in its creation or much labor; 
nor whether the money substance out 
of which it is created be plentiful or 
dear. 


Says the same writer: 
" It is, after all, for their functions 


that all things are esteemed, for their 
services to mankind that all things are 
valuable. An Indian gets a bright new 
rifle from a passing trader. It is the 
most beautiful thing the Indian ever 
saw. 
He understands fire-arms and 


can use them well, but he has never 
seen anything so beautiful as this. He 
prizes it beyond anything he ever pos- 
sessed. Not only has it great beauty, 
but the trader informs him that it has 
great "intrinsic value." It is of the 
utmost service to the Indian in procur- 
ing food and for self-defense. One day 
it gets out of order. He cannot use it. 
He is obliged to go without food and 
without defense. It has lost none of 
its weight, its polish, itsjmaterial. Its 
so-called ' intrinsic value' still exists. 
It is simply incapable of performing its 
function, and it is wholly valueless. 


In a few months the trader, repass- 


ing that way and finding no serious de- 
rangement in the parts of the rifle, is 
able in five minutes to restore its func- 
tion. Immediately it is as valuable as 
before, yet there has been no addition 
to its "intrinsic value." 


" The only change is that its function 


has been restored. Which factor was 
it that contributed most to the value of 
the rifle, the material of which it was j 
composed or the function which it! 
served ? While it was out of order— 
while deprived of its function—the 
rifle was no better than so much old 
iron, worth perhaps a cent a pound. 
When the i unction was restored I sup- 
pose it will be said that again it had 
great' intrinsic value.' 


"Let us take another illustration: 
" Suppose a great painter to produce [ 


a picture which extorts favor from the 
critics and commands the admiration 
of the world of art. The multitude 
flocks to see it. Shortly it is stated 


I that the picture has been sold. It has 
been bought by the governors of the 
academy, to adorn one of the beautiful 
galleries of that beautiful structure. 
The question is asked how much was 
paid for the picture. No one knows; 
but it must be a great sum. 


"What are the elements that de- 


termine the value of the picture? Is it 
the labor involved or the length of 
time taken to produce it? Some men, 
good artists, might work hard for a 
lifetime without rivalling it. Is it the 
value of the pigments consumed or 
the brushes used ia its production? 
Surely not. Is it the first cost of the 
canvas? Not at all. What, then, is the 
source of its value? To answer this 
question we must ask, 'What is the 
function of a picture? - What office 
does it fulfill? What service does it 
render?' Is it not to gratify the artistic 
taste? To whatever degree it serves 
that purpose the picture will have 
value without reference to the labor 
bestowed upon it, the length of time 
taken to produce it, the cost of the 
colors used in the embellishment of 
the canvas itself. 


" Would anyone say that the perfect 


performance of the function is not 
sufficient to give value to the picture? 
It can be nothing else, inasmuch as 
the purchaser does not expect to put it 
to any use except the gratification of 
the sense of sight. Is it not enough 
that by its beauty it contributes to 
the delight of the beholder? What 
other function could a picture per- 
form? If it did not perform that func- 
tion to the degree that it does would 
its value have been so great, even had 
thej painter expended on it twenty 
times the labor and had the materials 
cost a thousand times as much? 


"Everything, then, in its place; 


everything to its use. The beauty of 
this picture is not a concrete thing. It 
can not be handled. The canvas may 
be handled, the 
pigments may be 


touched, but the beauty is an imma- 
terial and intangible quality. Yet the 
beauty—the intangible and immaterial 
factor—not the concrete object on 
which, nor the concrete instrumen- 
tality by which the embellishment is 
effected, determines the value of the 
picture. 


" So it will be found, as I have said, 


as to all things, that aid the advance- 
ment and progress of man. For him, 
whatever the 
material composition 


may be, the essence of the article, and 
the source of its value, is and must 
always be the use it subserves, the ser- 
vice it performs, the function it ful- 
fills." 


BREEDING ANGORA GOATS. 


Large 
Band 
Grazing 
Xear 
the 


CUiircUill County Line. 


The owner of a band of Angora goats 


ranging about twenty-five miles north- 
east of town, says that a band of 100 of 
the number has increased in two years 
to 500. The wool or hair of this breed 
is very valuable and they subsist on 
ranges where cattle would starve. 


There is very little snow on the range 


and the loss is very light, as the ani- 
mals are of a very hardy nature. The 
only loss sustained was from the dep- 
redations of coyotes, which frequently 
killed the kids that became separated 
from the band, until the herder pro- 
cured shepherd dogs. 


There are large areas of white sage 


included in the range where the band 
is feeding, which is more untritive than 
either bunch-grass or alfalfa, and in 
the early Spring the herder says the 
band gets "rolling fat" from grazing 
on that character of feed.—Enterprise. 


Activity to Commence at Cuttowood. 
A telegram has been received from 


London to the effect that money, suffl- 
ciect to warrant a year's operations, 
has been deposited to the credit of the 
reorganized National Nickel Co., and 
F. D. Martiro and other nickel experts 
will be here by March 5th to prqceed 
to the nickel mines in Cattonwood and 
be present during the erection of re- 
duction machinery on the ground. 
This time active operations may be 
looked for as the affairs of the com- 
pany seem to have drifted from a stock 
deal. Superintendent Bell is anxious 
to have work commence on the smelter 
and believes he will have a lively camp 
this Spring.—Lovelock New Era.
